An ordinance of the Town 
of Renner, Texas, amending

it is a time of holiday blues. 
Psychiatrists report there 
seem to be more cases of 
depression around the holi­ 
days, possibly because people 
think they should be having a 
good time and they’re not. 
“ T h e r e ’s a c u l t u r a l 
expectation that Christmas 
means joy,” said Dr. Dean 
S ch u y ler, R ockville, Md. 
When that expectation is not 
met, he said, ‘‘that’s a setup 
for the blues.’

When the James Petersen 
family moved 1,750 miles 
from suburban Chicago to 
Las Vegas some routine 
statistics turned into very 
attractive flesh and blood. 
The Petersens’ typify the 
mobile American family, the 
one out of every five who 
each year packs up for a 
move to another city. 
No stereotype, they do 
have 
three 
whole 
and 
charming children —not the 
statistical two and one-third 
child average. Otherwise 
they are remarkably like the 
national norm. 
This norm was determined 
in a survey of 1,000 such 
mobile families by RELO 
Inter-City Relocation Ser­ 
vice, a nonprofit association 
of 700 real estate companies 
that specialize in working 
with 
fam ilies 
who 
are 
relocating. 
The average relocating 
family moved three and one 
half times in the past IO 
years; about 500 miles each 
time on the average. Its 
typically 39-year-old head is 
apt to be either an executive 
(43 per cent), a professional 
worker (23 per cent), or in 
selling or marketing (16 per 
cent), and has an average 
income of $18,000 a year. 
The Petersens’ move to 
Las Vegas was their third 
U.S. relocation. Because two 
earlier moves were close to 
Chicago, it took an overseas 
hop to bring their average 
relocation distance of 650 
miles close to the norm, but 
these overseas transfers are 
a growing part of the 
American family relocating 
pattern. 
Erika and Jim Petersen 
met and married in Ger­ 
many, where he had been in 
service. Petersen’s age and 
income are about average, 
too. And he qualifies both as 
an executive —in retailing — 
and a pro. He’s an insulation 
specialist. 
He’s 
also 
a 
licensed hairdresser. 
Career advancement, the 
major factor in most family 
relocations, was not the only 
motive in the Petersen’s 
transfer. They decided to 
make the move for three 
other reasons. Both want to 
try living in several parts of 
the country. Both want a 
warm climate and want good 
schools for their children, 
Michelle, three, Brett, six, 
and Michael, nine. 
Western 
mem bers 
of 
RELO say they expect 
families relocating from the 
East to have grandiose ideas 
of a home with wide open 
spaces. Like the Petersens, 
however, they often settle 
for conventional city lots. 
A kidney-shaped pool in a 
walled patio behind the 
Petersen house more than 
makes up for the missing 
acreage, the family feels. 
The pool was typical of the 
way in which cooperating 
brokers can help a family 
moving from one part of the 
country to another.

SILENT NIGHT 
NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
popularity of “Silent Night”, 
one of the most beloved of 
carols, has transcended age 
and nationality. 
It was written in 1818 by an 
Austrian parish priest, Josef 
Mohn, as a surprise for his 
p a r is h io n e r s . When the 
church organ broke down he 
took the poem to the church 
organist, Franz Gruber, who 
completed the melody within 
a few hours. The two men in­ 
troduced the carol that night 
at midnight mass, with Gru­ 
ber accompanying the rendi­ 
tion on his Italian guitar. 
T he A m e r ic a n M usic 
Conference says the song has 
since been translated into 90 
languages and dialects. 
Perhaps the most moving 
rendition of all took place in 
a little German village on 
Christmas Eve, 1917, when 
150 World War I soldiers from 
practically every nation sang 
the words to “Silent Night” in 
a t l e a s t six d i f f e r e n t 
languages. 


Pictures got the blurs? For 
clear sharp photographs, it’s 
very important to hold the 
camera as steady as possible. 
“ Learn to SQUEEZE your 
shutter,” Harry Leder, UPI’s 
chief photographer, advises, 
“especially when shooting at 
slow speeds.” 
Get close to your subjects. 
“ Fill your viewing frame 
w ith s u b je c t m a tte r -- 
especially people -- and 
avoid wasting space and get­ 
ting small images,” Leder 
suggests. Even with most 
simple cameras, you can 
move in as close as four feet. 
Keep the background sim­ 
ple so the main subject will 
receive proper emphasis. 
Christmas trees should not 
“grow” out of people's heads. 
Outdoors, Leder cautions, 
"Don’t let poles, trees and 
high buildings spoil your 
backgrounds or stick out of 
the heads and shoulders pf 
your subjects." 
Don’t - well, hardly ever -- 
say, “Say cheese!” Take pic­ 
tures of people doing ordin­ 
ary, natural things rather 
than stiffly posing. Your sub­ 
ject doesn’t need to be look­ 
ing at the camera. Existing 
light - the light actually pre­ 
sent - often is better than 
flash for capturing candids. 
Life isn't a toothpaste ad. 
People laugh, cry, are happy, 
are sad Move in close and 


capture those facial expres­ 
sions.

LEGEND HOLDS 
NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
Russian holiday gift-giver is 
an o ld w o m a n n a m e d 
Baboushka, according to 
legend.

Add wine from 
time to time if necessary to 
prevent sticking. When done, 
discard peppercorns. Cut or 
tear ham hock meat into bite 
size pieces and discard the 
bone and skin. Cool quickly, 
cover tightly and refrigerate

until the sausage is hot. The 
choucroute can be served the 
day it is made, in which case 
you add the knockwurst as 
soon as the pork shoulder is 
done. But like most stews, it 
will taste better if the flavors 
have a chance to mellow 
overnight. No salt is called 
for because the kraut and the 
ham hock are salty. Serve 
with hot boiled potatoes and 
sauteed apple slices.

LINCOLN. Neb. (UPI) - 
Can the nation’s youth be 
taught to eat the right kinds 
of food? 
The Nebraska Education 
Departm ent says yes. 
But not by having them 
stand up in class and read 
from those old health books 
that spell out the “ basic 
four’’ food groups and all the 
vitamins and minerals each 
group contains. 
“ R eading 
about 
Sally 
getting up and eating eggs 
for breakfast in a 20-year-old 
health book just isn’t going 
to cut it anym ore,” said Ray 
Steinert. 
Since last January, the 
departm ent has been experi­ 
menting with an approach to

nutrition education that has 
been 
found 
highly 
promising. It is nearing the 
general 
use 
phase 
in 
Nebraska. 
“ The e n tire nation is 
looking at it,” Steinert said. 
The experim ent is being 
financed by the U.S. Depart 
ment of Agriculture which, 
Steinert noted, has long been 
interested in nutrition for 
children. Steinert heads the 
N ebraska USDA’s school 
lunch division. 
Based on the notion that 
kids generally just don’t eat 
right, the USDA, through the 
years, has tried to rem edy 
the situation, at least in the 
school lunchroom. 
The USDA not only esta­ 
blishes its “type A” lim 
chroom 
m enu 
but 
also 
determ ines how much of 
each food is to be served 
each youngster, and then 
provides some commodities 
for preparing the lunches. 
But Steinert said serving 
nutritious foods and getting 
youngsters to eat them were 
two different things. Such 
foods as broccoli and even 
apricots wound up in the 
garbage can. 
The new 
approach 
to 
teaching 
nutrition 
in 
the 
classroom 
begins 
by 
throwing away the health 
books. Mrs. 
Glenda 
Uhr- 
m acher, 
project 
director, 
said they really afforded 
little more than oral reading 
and memorization practice 
anyway. 
The new idea is to make 
food “ fun and exciting,” she 
added. 
An initial list of 30 highly 
nutritious foods 
was 
put 
together and 
served 
in 
lunchrooms with particular 
emphasis on foods discar­ 
ded. 
Mrs. Uhrmacher said it 
was found out early that 
many were thrown away not 
because youngsters 
had 
developed a real dislike for 
them 
but 
because 
the 
children “had a tendency to 
be afraid of new foods.” 


With the focus on variety 
rather than the carefully 
charted “ basic four” groups, 
rejected foods were iaken 
into 
first 
through 
fourth 
grade classrooms. There the 
youngsters were allowed to 
touch them, dissect them, 
eat them raw and finally 
cook them. 


At 
the sam e time, 
in­ 
form ation about various 
foods was presented 
“ The 
children 
w ere 
learning not only about 
proper diet but also about 
social studies, m athem atics, 
language arts and reading,” 
said Mrs. Uhrmacher.
